The Kaaba is the small shrine located in Mecca and considered 
the central shrine of the Islamic faith. Moslems consider it to be 
the most sacred spot on earth, orient themselves toward it in the 
five daily prayers, bury their dead facing its meridian, and cherish 
the ambition of visiting it on pilgrimage in accord with the command 
of God in the Koran. Every Moslem who makes the pilgrimage is 
required to walk seven times around the Kaaba. 

The Kaaba is cube-shaped; it is constructed of gray stone and 
marble, .and oriented so that its corners roughly correspond to the 
points of the compass.
